At the conclusion of the fourth neeting of the United
St at es- Mexi co H gh Level Consultative Conmm ssion on
Tel ecommuni cations held in WIIliansburg, Virginia, an agreenent
and six protocols were signed by the representatives of the two
governnments. The agreenment is a franework agreenent on
terrestrial non-broadcasting services to which protocols can be
annexed concerning the allocation and use of specific radio
frequency bands by various radi o services. The first six such
protocols were signed at this neeting, including a protocol
which will allow public air-to-ground radi oconmuni cation service
to be extended into the border area and throughout Mexico, and a
protocol that will facilitate cellular roamng along U S.-MxXico
border, pursuant to carrier-to-carrier agreenents.
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The United States was represented at the neeting by Vonya B.
McCann, Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for Internationa
Comuni cations and Information Policy, Reed E. Hundt, Chairman of
t he Federal Communications Comm ssion and Larry Irving, Assistant
Secretary of Commerce for Communi cations and | nformation.

Under secretary for Communi cations and Technol ogi cal Devel opnent,

Andres Massi eu Berlanga, represented the government of Mexi co.

At the WIIliansburg neeting, the U S. and Mexican
governnents di scussed. technical, regulatory and internationa
comuni cations and information policy issues. Included in the
i ssues discussed was the Admnistration's proposal for a National
and d obal Information Infrastructure. The U S. and Mexico al so
di scussed the inbal ance between U. S. and Mexican carriers in
settl ement paynments which are paid according to agreenents which
govern how a carrier is conpensated for international.calls from
one country to another. These issues along with many others
concerning satellites, broadcasting and radi ocommuni cation
services and nethods for pronoting conpetition through
i nterconnection and other regulatory structures and processes

were included in a work program adopted for 1994-1995.

The United States-Mexico H gh-Level Consultative Conm ssion on
Tel ecommuni cations has conpleted its fourth neeting, held at
WIliamsburg, Virginia. Topics of major inportance in the area
of telecomuni cations were discussed at the nmeeting, which will
result in closer ties between both countries in not only their
bilateral relationship but in the international context as well.

The United States Del egati on was headed by Vonya McCann, Deputy
-Assistant Secretary of State for International Communi cations
and Information Policy. Also participating were Reed Hundt,

Chai rman of the Federal Communications Conm ssion, and Larry
lrving, Assistant Secretary of Conmmerce for Conmmunications and
| nf or mat i on.

The Mexi can Del egati on was headed by Andres Massi eu Berl anga,
Under secretary for Communi cati ons and Technol ogi cal Devel opnent,
assisted by Jose Antonio Padilla Longoria, Coordinator for

I nternational Relations.

The results achi eved by the Comm ssion under the 1992-93 Wrk
Program adopted at Queretaro in 1992 were reviewed at this
neeting and a new Wrk Program for 1994-95 was adopted. The
results of the 1992-93 Wrk Programwere very satisfactory and
were reflected in the signing of an inportant inter-governnental
agreenent, called the Framework Agreenent, and six operative
agreenents, which are referred to as Protocols and are annexed to
t he Framewor k Agreement. These results have been reported to the
El eventh Meeting of the United States-Mxico Binational
Commi ssi on.

The Commi ssion's work during the 1994-95 period will occur during
a time of tremendous political and technol ogi cal devel opnent in

t he tel econmuni cations arenas in both countries. In the US., the
Ainton Admnistration's initiative toward a National |nformation
I nfrastructure and the acconpanying | egi slative devel opnents have
hi ghl i ghted the inportance of tel ecomunications and information
policy. In Mexico, the continuing success of Telnex since its
privatization and the governnent's plans to introduce conpetition
have |ikew se given
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t el ecomuni cations an inportant place in Mexico' s domestic
agenda.

These donesti c devel opnents pl ace added i nportance on the

Commi ssion's work. At the sanme tinme, technol ogi cal devel opnents
in tel ecommuni cations, including lowearth orbit satellite
(LEGs), personal conmunication services, and high-definition

tel evision, as well as the continuing convergence of

t echnol ogi es, demand the attention of the Comm ssion and will be
addressed in future work plans.

The work carried out during the 1992-93 work programled to the
signing of the follow ng docunents:

- Agreenent between the Government of the United States of
Anerica and the Government of the United Mexican States
Concerning the Al ocation and Use of Frequency Bands by
Terrestrial Non-Broadcasti ng Radi ocommuni cati on Services
Al ong the Conmon Border;

- Protocol Concerning the Al location and Use of the Channel s
in the 220-222~MHz Band for [Land] Mbile Services Along the
Conmmon Bor der ;

- Protocol Concerning the Use of tne 470-512 NXz Band for Land
Mobi | e S~ervices Al ong the Conmmon Bor der

- Protocol Concerning Conditions of Use of the 824-849 and
869- 894 MHz Bands for Public Radi ocommuni cati ons Services
Using Cel lular Systens Al ong the Common Bor der;

- Protocol Concerning the Use of the 849-851 and 894-896 Mz

Bot h Del egati ons agreed on the 1994-95 Wrk Program which is
annexed to this Conmmuni que and pl edged that the working groups
wi Il continue to exam ne key aspects of tel ecomrunications that
require cooperation and specific agreenents in the areas of
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coordi nation of the radio spectrum regulation, and international
matters.

Mexi co agreed to host the next Bilateral Meeting of the
Consul tati ve Conm ssi on.

Last Friday the United States and Mexico concluded a very
successful fifth nmeeting of the H gh Level Consultative
Commi ssi on on Tel ecommuni cations in Mrelia, Mxico. The neeting
concl uded with the signing of a conmuni que, two protocols and
wor k program for next year. Two days after the signing cerenony,
negoti ations were conpleted and the U S. Anbassador to the United
Mexi can States, James R Jones, signed an Agreenent Concerning
t he Transm ssion and Reception of Signals fromSatellites for the
Provi sion of Satellite Services to Users in the U S. and Mexico
whi ch prom ses inportant opportunities for U S. businesses,
consumers and progranmers.

One of the protocols that was signed at Mrelia concerned
the use along the U. S./Mexico border of fifteen frequency bands
allocated to the aeronautical radionavigation and aeronautica
comuni cations services. This protocol will allow the FAA to
coordi nate the use of frequencies in these bands, that are
critical to the safety of commercial air traffic, with its
counterpart (SENEAM I n Mexico. The other protocol that was
signed concerned the use of selected frequency bands above 900
MHz by fixed point-to-point services.

The United States was represented at the neeting by
Vonya B. McCann, United States Coordinator for International
Communi cations and Information Policy, Departnment of State, Larry
lrving, Assistant Secretary of Conmerce for Communi cations and
I nformation, National Tel ecomunications and |Information
Adm ni stration, and Don G ps, Deputy Chief of the Internationa
Bureau of the Federal Comunications Conm ssion. Undersecretary
of Communi cati ons and Technol ogi cal Devel opnent, Lic. Carlos
Casasus Lopez Hernosa, represented the Government of Mexi co.

At the Mrelia neeting, the U S. and Mexi co governnents

Morelia Communique

The United States - Mexico High Level Consultative Commission on Telecom-
munications (HLCC) concluded, on this day, its Fifth Meeting in Morelia,
Michoacan.

Issues of great importance to both countries concerning telecommunications were
addressed at the meeting, highlighting the fact that these meetings have moved

the relations of the two countries closer, both on the bilateral level and within the
international context -- and in the latter sense, coordination of both countries' work
in the Intemational Telecommunication Union (ITU) and Inter-American
Telecommunication Commission (CITEL) fora was effected.

The Mexican delegation was led by Mr. Carlos Casasus L 6pez-Hermosa Sub-
secretario de Comunicaciones y Desarrollo Tecnologico, with the participation
of Messrs. Jose Antonio Padilla Longoria, Coordinador de Relaciones Interna-
cionales; Luis Miguel Alvarez Alonso, Director General de Redes y Radio-
comunicacion; Enrique Melrose Aguilar, Director General de Administracion
del Espectro; and Federico Gonzalez Luna Bueno, Director General de Siste-
mas de Difusion, all of them from the Secretariat of Communications and
Transport.

The United States Delegation was headed by Ambassador Vonya B. McCann,
U.S. Coordinator, Intemational Communications and Information Policy of the
Department of State; also participating were Mr. Larry Irving, Assistant Secretary
for Communications and Infommation of the Department of Commerce,

and representing Chairman Reed Hundt of the Federal Communications Com-
mission was Mr. Don Gips, Deputy Chief of the Intemational Bureau.

The results achieved pursuant to the 1984 - 1995 Work Program were re-
viewed at this meeting. In this regard, the results obtained were very satisfac-
tory and were reflected in the signing of the four operative agreements, re-
ferred to as Protocols, that are annexed to the Framework Agreement signed at
the Fourth Meeting of the HLCC in Williamsburg, Virginia These results



will be reported to the thirteenth meeting of the United States Mexico Bina-
tional Commission that will meet in Mexico City in May.

The work carried out pursuant to the Work Program established at the Fourth
Meeting led to the signing of the following documents:

- Protocol on the Use of the 1850-1990 MHz Band for Personal Com-
munications Services Along the Common Border;

- Protocol on the Use of the 901-902 MHz, 931-932 MHz, 940-941
MHz Bands, for Personal Communications Services Along the
Common Border;

- Protocol on the Use of Channels in the 932.5 - 935 MHz and 941.5
- 944 MHz Bands for Fixed Point-to-Point Services Along the
Common Border; and,

- Protocol on the Use of Bands Allocated to the Aeronautical Radionavi-
gation Service and Aeronautical Communications Services Along the
Common Border.

During the meeting, both countries exchanged views on important telecom-
munications issues including, among others, broadcasting, radiocommunica-
tions, and spectrum planning.

At the same time, both Delegations agreed to a telecommunications Work
Program for 1996 1997, that is attached to this Communique and includes
the basic issues related to satellites, broadcasting, radiocommunications,
training, and intemational matters. The Delegations agreed that the Working
Groups will continue to examine the key telecommunications issues that re-
guire cooperation and specific agreements.

It is important to point out that the work of the HLCC in 1996 - 1997 will take
place during a period of great development in the telecommunications

sector, within an environment of new telecommunications laws in both
countries.

Additionally, it was recognized that the technological developments that are
taking place on a global level in the field of telecommunications, such as low
earth orbit satellite systems, personal communications systems, direct-to
home television, advanced television, and more, will require greater consid-
eration by this HLCC. This issues will be the subject of future HLCC discus

sions.

Both Administrations reaffirmed their desire to continue working in a coordi-
nated manner at CITEL and the ITU. In particular, both countries agreed to
intensify efforts to reach a successful Conclusion to the World Telecommuni-

cation Policy Forum in October.

Finally, the Delegation of the United States agreed to host the next meeting

of the HLCC.

a) Continue verification of databases of AM stations in the band 535 -1605 kHz.

b) Exchange views on initiatives to improve the quality of the AM broadcasting
service

C) Exchange information on the introduction of the AM expansion band (1605
-1705 kHz) in both countries.

FM Radio - Evaluate results of full implementation of the FM agreement.
Television

a) Continue to exchange information relevant to the introduction of
Advanced/Digital Television in both countries.
